President defends action 


Faculty not administration watchdog according to Bond

Philosophie differences are at the 
heart of faculty - administration strife, 
in which the faculty resent any kind of 
authority and believe they are ac- 
countable to no one. These are some 
of the conclusions CSUS President 
James Bond came to during an inter- 
view last Friday 

“Most of the faculty are tired of 
what's going on.” said Bond. “They 
want to teach, they don't want to have 
to worry about the politics ” 

The “politics” are a bad thing to 
Bond, who said that unless the 
ttuation stabilizes soon. there wil! he 
“irrepairable damage t the 
institution.” Bond claimed that the 
university will not be able to attract 
competent faculty and administrators 
“We have got to have new faculty with 
bright ideas who have the freedom ti 
Pursue their interests without being 
distracted by the politics.” said Bond 

Regardless of the conflicts, the 
politics go on. Bond gave his opinion 
on why the faculty pursue the role they 
do, and why it should change 

Bond said that some “faculty 
militants, in the final analvsis, think 
the rights of the individual faculty 
member are superior to the rights of 
the institution.” He added. “Some 
resent any legitimate authority. They 
don't believe in authority. they beheve 
in No authority but their own which 
sounds a4 littie bit anarchistic ” 

He said there was a “hue and er 
with regard to autonomy. and some of 
the faculty members act as if they are 
accountable to no one “This is a 


public institution and we are ac- 
countable to the public.” said Bond 

In response to charges that Bond 
himself 1s not being accountable to the 
faculty, he replied. “I'm accountable 
to @ large number of people I have a 
wice variety of publics. No one at any 
moment takes precedent.” 

Bond said the one word that would 
describe the faculty senate, who have 
been the center of faculty protest, is

Bond had met privately with three 
State senators, among them John 
Dunlap (D - Sacramento) who is the 
chairman of the senate education 
committee. During that meeting 
Bond reportedly asked the lawmakers 
for support for a new promotion 
policy 

According to the Bee story and 
subsequent Hornet article. Bond did 
not outline to the legislators what his 
ideas were. Bond told the Hornet that 
he was there to “brief them on the 
situation here so they'll be in a 
position to interpret any publicity that 
might result from an attempt to 
reform the present system.” He denied 
he was looking for legislative support 

Similar requests for explanations 
concerning the meeting have been sent 
to Dunlap and the other three 
legislators present at the March & 
meeting 

Both the UPC and the CFA have 
competed for faculty membership 
The two groups comprise ap- 
proximately 900 of the CSUS faculty, 


Bargaining bill 


In an attempt to restore equity 
among California teachers on the 
collective bargaining issue, Assembly 
Majority Leader Howard L. Berman 
(D - Beverly Hills) has introduced 
legislation to extend bargaining rights 
to higher education systems. At 
present, CSUS and UC employees do 
not have bargaining rights 


Berman's legislation builds on SB 
160 of 1975, the Rodda Act. which 
provided collective bargaining for 
grades K-14. AB 1091 will grve allem- 
ployees of both UC and CSUC, except 
confidential and managerial, the right 
to join or not to join employee 
organizations for collective bargain- 
ing purposes. The legislation provides 
a broad scope of bargaining topics in- 
cluding wages, hours, and other terms 
and conditions of employment 


“I firmly believe that shared res- 
ponsibility by the employer and em- 
plovees, through their exclusive 
representative, is the most productive 
and equitable way to determine issues 
of mutua! concern,” says Berman in 
support of his iegislation. “! think it 1s 
far superior for all concerned that 
matters such as working conditions, 
grievance procedures and so on be 
rc solved by employees and employers 


according to Barbara Schmidt. 
president of the CCUFA. She said 
dual memberships exist between the 
two groups and 25 per cent of the 
facuity have no group affiliation 


Schmidt said “there can be no 
room for divisiveness” over the 
promection issue but stressed that thev 
were only unified on the idea to meet 
with Bond. She said the groups 
haven't discussed possible unification 
on the actual policy 


However, some agreement over the 
seriousness of the issue exists. In the 
letters addressed to the legislators, the 
faculty groups say “Since apparently 
our personal and collective fates were 
af issue in this meeting (between Bond 
and the lawmakers), we are anxious to 
know just what transpired as lam sure 
you will appreciate.” 

Faculty senate chair Frwin Kelly 
signed the letters for the group, and 
will attend any meetings as a faculty 
senate executive committee represen- 
tative

themselves rather thai baving to seek 
legislative action as is the case now.” 

Past attempts to enact collective 
bargaining proposals have been shac- 
kled by dissension among the various 
employee groups, but Berman's 
legislation has a much stronger 
Position. according to an early 
consensus, fifteen of the nineteen 
CSUC campuses show that two - 
thirds of the full time faculty have 
signed a petition in favor of AB 109] 
Ot the 9,70! full time faculty on those 
campuses, 6,330 have signed 

Art Bierman, president of the 
United Professors of California states 
that although the petition campign is 
still in progress, the results are very 
impressive. The phenomenal support 
of the bill will hopefully promote pas- 
sage. Bierman explains “This number 
of signatures will remove all doubt 
from legislators’ and Governor 
Brown's mind about facalty’s desire 
for this legislation. With that amount 
of demonstrated desire, there's a 
clearly perceived need for a change in 
our employer - employee relations.” 

“I call for early passage of the bill” 
says Wilma Krebs, Congress of 
Faculty Associations. “It will help us 
settle our differences in an atmosphere 
of collective bargaining * 





Bond. “the Trustees wil! have to.” 
The solution to problems involves 
anend to the adversary role the faculty 
play. according to Bond “When more 
t the faculty make it clear they want 
the faculty senate to behave like an 
academic senate and not like an em- 
ployee organization. when they insist 
that they get down to cases of 
academic matters instead of frittering 
away on other things.” then the 
situation should change, he said 
When asked if the current issues at 
stake were indeed academic. Bond 
said they were and that the faculty 
should be actively involved, “but they 
should come to some decision on it 
and not drag their heels and sav we 
don't want to do anything about it.” 
Bond continued, “Their primary 
harge has been to involve themselves 
academic policy, and many issues 
they involve themselves in have noth- 
ing to do with academic policy.” Li 
gave the example of the name 
“Student Services Center.” which the 
laculty senate wants changed “They 
haven't bothered to check the facts 
The name hasn't been changed.” Bond 
said the present name ts the architects. 
and is only temporary 
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Academic issues that the faculty 
have “dragged their heels” on are 
teaching service areas and evaluation 
of Deans, according to Bond. “These 
have not been dealt with in over a 
year.” he said 

Bond sees an end to the adversary 
role the faculty play. “They are sup- 
posed to participate with us. They par- 
ticipate in the governance of the 
university. They don’t govern it.” he 
said “They are not here as the wat- 
chdog of the administration 

When asked if an adversary role is 
necessarily bad, Bond replied “yes,” 
and that it creates “unnecessary con- 
fet” The president said we are all 
here for the same goals, “but they get 
lost at times because of the watchdog 
attitude ” 

Bond attributed the location and 
past history of CSUS to the greater 
amount of problems that exist here as 
compared to other universities 

“Campuses in state capitols tend to 
attract faculty interested in the 
political process,” said Bond. “The 
faculty rose to a strong position of 
power because of a lack of strong cen- 
tral administration tn the past.” Bond

Could it happen here?

Bill was always a good athlete. In fact, he was a great athlete. He 
could compete with anybody in any sport from the day he could walk. 

When Bill was old enough to compete in organized sports such as 
Little League, baseball, or Pop Warner football he was always a stan- 
dout if he wasn’t the best. 

After Bill reached high school he developed an avid interest in 
swimming, something that he was a natural at. He was considered the 
best in his events, even though he had only been into the sport for a 
few years.
